Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 and 
they constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utilities, 
is now offering training seminars on the new energy 
code. Architects, engineers, interior designers, 
contractors and others are encouraged to attend. For

We're missing the codes train 


One of the things that has quicly become clear to 
those of us gathering monthly for the new BSA 
Codes & Regulations Committee meetings at the 
BSA is that architects are insufficiently involved in 
code development at the state level in Massachusetts. 


This realization, probably not news to many, grew 
from our discussions at our March meeting with 
representatives of BOCA and of the Massachusetts 
Board of Building Regulations and Standards 
regarding code adoption and the development of the 
new International Building Code. The news was 
even clearer in April when we heard from the State 
Fire Marshal’s office and the Fire Marshal for the 
City of Boston regarding efforts now under way to 
rewrite the state fire-prevention code. 


Last month, Alexander MacLeod AIA, the architects’ 
representative on the Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards, talked with us about ways to increase 
architects’ interest and involvement in code 
development. 


This month, on June 21, our meeting will be 
devoted to the requirements for existing buildings in 
Chapter 34 of the Massachusetts code. We have 


invited the key state legislative coordinator to join us 
to discuss the effort to replace Chapter 34 with the 
New Jersey rehabilitation subcode. 


We encourage architects, contractors, property 
owners and others with an interest in these issues to 
join us on June 21; our regular meetings, such as 
this one, are on the third Wednesday of each month 
(except August) at the BSA at 8:30 am.

The Seaport District planning 
debate is in high gear 


As we go to press in late April, the Pritzker proposal 
for the development of its property in the new 
Seaport District is on the front page of the 
newspapers right alongside the Frank McCourt 
proposal, which is supported by the Conservation 
Law Foundation (which itself is threatening to file a 
suit to halt the Pritzker development proposal). And 
this is just the beginning. 

The BSA’s own SeaPort Focus Team is assessing these 
and other proposals as they arise in an effort to 
guage the implications of each proposal in light of 
the City’s plan for the district. The BSA Focus 
Teams role is to provide the residents of Boston with 
a means of evaluating proposals as they evolve. 


Last month the BSA installed three new co-chairs of 
the SeaPort Focus Team to carry the work of this 
three-year-old working group into the next phase of 
its work. The new leaders of the Focus Team are 
Bissera Antikaroy, Assoc. AIA (a long-time Focus 
Team member with S E A Consultants), Peter 
Kuttner FAIA (former BSA President and Managing 
Principal of Cambridge Seven Associates) and Marc 
Margulies AIA (a member of the BSA Board of 
Directors and Principal of Margulies & Associates).

What does “green” mean? 


Are you involved in ‘deep ecology’ or ‘lifecycle 
analysis’ or ‘sustainable development? After an 
avalanche of name nominations from 
‘Environmentalists for a Social Life’ to “Code Green’, 
the BSA’s 20-year-old Architects for Social 
Responsibility network has chosen to rename itself 
the BSA Committee on The Environment (COTE). 
As we reevaluate our mission and effectiveness, we 
are also asking, “What does green mean?” 


Sustainable, Environmental, Ecological, Responsible, 
Green — all are labels that have very different 
meanings to proponents of this design approach. Is 
there a common theme among the anarchy of ‘green’ 
architects? Some architects focus on building 
materials, embodied energy, recycling, the social 
impacts of manufacturing, and renewable resources. 
Energy-consumption, emissions, habitat loss, 
suburban sprawl, and quality-of-life issues are the 
focus of other designers. Some are inspired by 
buildings that are organically integrated, 
psychologically healthful, holistic, or sources of 
spirituality. 

Synthesizing and communicating a framework for 
environmental design can be as simple as Malcolm 
Wells’ pronouncement in Recovering America: “The 
rules of life never change: 1. People can’t draw 
energy directly from sunlight. 2. Plants can. 3. 
Plants can't live underground. 4. We can.” From 
another angle, Andrew St. John AIA, author of the 
BSAss still-popular Sourcebook for Sustainable Design, 
likes to use Vitruvius’ precept — “Architecture 
should be based upon firmness, commodity, and 
delight.” — as a guideline for green design. 


Reduced to its most elemental components, 
environmental building includes all of the impacts of 
buildings on every aspect of life now and in the 
future. The concept of a building as a design 
statement experienced at the day of occupancy is the 
antithesis of green design. Coincidentally, 
conserving energy and material efficiency and 
constructing healthful buildings makes economic 
sense in a world that is starting to realize the costs of 
toxic emissions, disappearing open space, and 
dwindling resources. The next logical and common 
question is, “How can we evaluate green design?” 


With such a diversity of personal visions of 
environmental design, is there a rating system to 
‘score’ buildings? Although many ask for this simple 
formula, the simple answer may be ‘no’. Imagine the 
outcry from our profession if aesthetics were reduced 
to a numerical quotient. Our goal is to look at the 
effects of our buildings in a larger, longer context. 
We would like our designs to integrate rather than 


isolate a structure with its elements, to feel warmth 
from the sun, to view the natural world in a 
construct...in other words, to see the forest through 


the studs. 


Although technological tools are essential in 
designing efficient, comfortable, and healthful 
buildings, the deductive, scientific method tends to 
break the world into isolated pieces to simplify 
understanding. Some environmentalists use the 
metaphor of a compass-heading to measure progress. 
Rules or even guidelines are not inclusive enough 
when our mission is to build in a way that 
establishes our wholesome position in the world.

IAQ group debates 
problems and solutions 


The BSA’s Indoor Air Quality Committee had its 
first meeting of the year in April and identified a 
series of issues to be addressed at its regular monthly 
meetings. In May, Mike Feeney — a top IAQ 
official with the Bureau of Environmental Health 
Assessment in Massachusetts’ Department of Public 
Health — led a discussion of steps other states are 
taking in the private sector and the public sector to 
address indoor air quality issues. Beginning this 
month, we will be addressing issues such as the 
impact of the revised Massachusetts energy code for 
commercial buildings, air filtration, proposed 
amendments to the state school building regulations 
and school construction program, impediments to 
resolving air-quality problems, security design 
requirements and their effects on indoor air quality, 
operable windows and their impacts on HVAC 
systems and indoor air quality, the impact of 
inadequate storage space on indoor air quality, and 
good practices relating to substances brought into a 
building by occupants.

Peter Steffian FAIA, Chair of 
the Massachusetts Board of Registration of Architects 
and President-elect of NCARB, reminds practitioners 
that it is illegal for architects to stamp drawings that 
they have not done themselves or that have not been 
done under their direct supervision. Taking 
advantage of services such as those offered by the 
architecture firm in Bombay may imperil your license 
to practice architecture; be careful.
